great loss of life.

WASHINGTON, February 6.—Be- 


fore the Senate convened today the 
leaders on both sides of the peace 
treaty manifested great anxiety. All 
seemed very much iu doubt as to the 
final outcome, ratification or rejection 
seeming to depend upon several doubt- 
ful votes. It was known on Saturday 
that the treaty could muster .but 68 
votes. Whether the battle at Manila 
influenced any of the others remained 
unknown to those who managed the 
treaty, but the hope was expressed 
that additional votes had been ob- 
tained. An early view of the situa- 
tion would indicate that the result is 
in doubt, but iu favor of ratification. 


Several doubtful senators lined up 


eoou after the session opened today. 
Roach, Rawlins aud Turner said the 
battle had not changed their views and 
that they would vote against the 
treaty. It was supposed that some of 
them might be influenced by reason of 
the fact that troops from their states 
were in the recent fight.

MONTREAL, February «.— Agon-

Carl Sablotuo, the man who was 


hurt while working in the old shaft 
of the Decatur Coal Co., died of his 
injuries ou Saturday evening. About 
a ton and a half of coal fell upon him 
aud one leg was terribly crushed. He 
full in such a manner that his pickax 
penetrated his body. Detpnty Coroner 
Roy Bendure swore in a jury Sunday 
afternoon and held the inquest this 
forenoon at the coroner's office iu the 
court house. 


Otto Sablotuo, the son of the dead 


man, testified that when the accident 
happened he was working near his 
father. 
The latter had attempted to 


diiuodge some coal, but did not suc- 
ceed in doiug it and then while work- 
ing under the coal a large piece weigh- 
ing about a ton and a half loosened 
arid fell oil the miner. Others who 
were working in the shaft assisted i° 
removing the coal John Behrend, 
another miner, testified that he was 
working near Sablotuo wheu the latter 
was hurt, aud assisted in removing 
the coal. 
Gottfried Goralski cor- 


roborated the evidence of Sablatno 
aud Eehvcud. All of the witnesses 
said that the accideut was not due to | 
the negligence of : nyoue aud that j 
Sablotuo was workiug in the custom- 
ary manner. Dr. W. C. Bowers testi- 
fied as to the nature of tV vmm'a in- 
juries. The jury returned a verdict 
that Sablotuo came to his death from 
wounds received by the falliug of coal 
while at work iu the mine and that 
the accident wag uot due to any 
negligence. The jury was composed 
of S. M. Holmes, F. E. Miller, Frank 
Plnmer, Jr., L G. Wheeler, Johu Snt- 
ter and A. W. Heudricks.

work in connection with the 18-inch 
gnn, bnt for general shrinking work 
repaired In the manufacture of cannou.

A great 
quantity of new machinery has been 
bnilt designed solely for use in the 
Mtembliag of the 16-inch guu parts.
